Candler was the first graduate of that school * 


who ever filled a seat in congress, but they 
are coming in now in droves. 

Of the next Georgia delegation five are Bap- 
tists, two are Methodists, one a Presbyterian 
and one an Episcopalian. 

The university boys will have to hump 
themselves two yearsfrom now. It will never 
do for them to bring up the rear in the ranks

WORK WILL BE PUSHED. 


Under the Arrangement Congress Will Rush 
the Bills Through. 

Wasnincton, August 24.—The order of busi- 
ness for the remainder of the session, arranged 
by the republican committee of the senate, 
provides that consideration of the tariff bill 
shall be completed without interruption except 
by appropriation bills and conference reports. 
There are two conference reports expected to 
be presented during the week—one on the 
irrigation survey provisions of the sundry civil 
bill and the other on the land grant forfeiture 
bill. One day, possibly two, will be occupied 
in the discussion and disposition of these con- 
ference reports. ; 

Senator Aldrich, in charge of the tariff bill, 
will, before the senate mects tomorrow, en- 
dearor to reach an agreement with the demo- 
cratic senators as to the date on which voting 
shal! begin on the bill and amendments. If 
successful, he will then ask unanimous con- 
sent to have the voting begin on the date 
agreed upon. He will also ask that debate 
during the last three days shall be conducted 
under the five-minute rule. 
desire that six hours just preceding the 
final vote on the bill shall be occupied in gen- 
eral debate, to be equally divided between the 
two sides. 

Under this arrangement, if it is carried out, 
Mr. Carlisle will. close for the democrats, and 
Mr. Aldrich for the republicans. , 

The programme for the week’s proceedings 
in the house has already been agreed upon by 
that body for a part of the time, and the rules’ 
committee will probably provide for the dis- 
position of the remainder. Monday would be 
district day in the ordinary course of business, 
but it is possible that the river and harbor bill 
will be again put forward, to the exclusion of 
district matters. 

Tuesday and Wednesday will be occupied 
by the committee on agriculture, with the 
options bill. 

Thursday and Saturday are to be assigned to 
the committee on labor, which has the cight- 
hour bill and other labor measures ready for 
action. 

Friday will thus be given up to the consider- 
ation of conference reports, private bills, or 
possibly to the river and harbor bill, if it is not 
out of the way by that day.

The Czar’s Parting with Emperor William 
Yesterday. 

St. PeTerspurc, August 24.—A farewell 
banquet was given last evening at Peterhof 
palace. The czar, Emperor William, Chan- 
cellor von Caprivi, M. de Giers and a number 
of leading ofticials were present. After the 
banquet the czar and emperor went out upon 
the balébny, which overlooks the gardens of 
the palace. These were brilliantly Ulumi- 
nated-fountains, cascades and grottoes, being 
lighted up with colored fires, and presenting a 
dazzling spectacle. 

Conspicuous among other devices was ahuge 
shield, on which were displayed the German 
emperor's initials in letters of fire and the coat 
of arms of Prussia. At 10 o’clock the emperor 
departed. Hewas accompanied to the quay 
by the czar, the officers of the Viborg regiment, 
of which the emperor is an honorary colonel, 
forming a guard of honor. Upon arriving at 
the landing the emperor shook hands with 
each of the ofticers, and bade the czar a cordial 
farewell. 

As the steamer left the quay the czar yelled 
out: ‘‘Bon voyage, au revoir.”” The emperor 
boarded the imperial yacht, Lohenzollern, 
which put to sea at once, escorted by the Ger- 


man iron-clad Irene.

WILL THE KNIGHTS

The Central Serves Notice on the 
strikers 


THAT THEY MUST RETURN TODAY 


Or Their Places Will Be Filled By” 


New Men. 


New York, August 24.—Thelusual Sunday 

quietude prevailed‘around the Grand Central 
depot today. Officials of the railroad were at 
their posts as usua!,but every'one declared that 
no trouble was anticipated. Vice President 
Webb is of the opinion that the Terre Haute 
convention will do little or nothing in support 
of the action of the Knights of Labor, and 
that the strike, if there is one, will quietly be 
proved a failure. Referring to Mr. Powderly’s 
latest manifesto, which was published in this 
morning’s papers, Mr. Webb said that all 
statements bearingon the management of the 
road were untrue. 
&® Today he will investigate the charges made 
by the men whose affidavits are attached to 
Mr. Powderly’s manifesto, and will make pub- 
lic the result. 25 

Mr. Powdeéerly and his colleagues, Hayes, 
Devlin and Wright, left town tonight for 
Albany, to attend a convention of district as- 
sembly 246 tomorrow. The meeting will con- 
sist of three delegates from each of the organi- 
zutions which comprise district assembly 246. 
Mr @layes said that no definite information has 
yet been received from Terre Haute, but He 
believed that the federation will support the 
policy of Mr. Powderly. 

WHAT PRESIDENT JOHNSON SAYS. 
New York, August 24.—Ata hotel on the

corner of Eighth avenue and Twenty-sixth 


street, headquarters of local assembly No. 344, 
members were in session all day today. Presi- 
dent Johnson, of the assembly, in commenting 
upon the situation, said: 

‘‘We stand just where we stood at the be- 
ginning of the strike. We still believe our 
cause is just. We struck after long and 
earnest consideration and we are determined 
to fight it to the bitter emd. We are assured 
now that weare only at the beginning of the 
strike. | 

Unless the concessions demanded by the 
strikers from the railroad managers are ac- 
ceded to, we expect that a general strike will 
be ordered.”’ 

‘Is there any hope on the part of the strik- 
ers that the engineers will join them?’’ was 
asked. 


“None, whatever,’’ was the renly. ‘We 


have never expected such an addition of 


strength to our cause. We aré prepared to win 
our cause without it. 
that when word is» given fof a general strike, 
‘fully 9,007 men on the Vanderbilt sys- 
tem will walk out, and we know 
that these men—switchmen, firemen 
and yardmen—cannot be replaced under any 
circumstances, and thisis not all, we expect 
the strike to prevail equally among other 
roads.’’ 

When asked if the organization in the event 
of a gencral strike, and because of the 
stoppage of commerce, did not fear a loss of 
public sympathy, the president replied: 

“Not at all. The public will suffer only 
temporarily. It will have its action for dam- 
ages from the roads as common Carriers failing 
to perform their contracts, and such results will 

-force the company speedily into what would 
now settle the whole dispute and what is most 
earnestly desired—arbitration.”’ 

THE TERRE HAUTE MEETING. 

Trerkk Havte. Ind., August 24.—Nothing 
authoritative will be given out as to the delib- 
eration of the supreme council until tomor- 
row at theearliest. It is among the probabili- 
ties that the decision of the council may not be 
reached for several days. 

This Sunday saw no convening of the council 
proper. This does not mean that agencies 
potent with the council were not at work. 

The ceuncil last night put into the hands of 
Eugene V. Debs, grand secretary of the 
Brotherhood of Firemen; P. H. Morrissey, 
vice grand master of the Brotherhood of 
Trainmen and John Downey, vice grand mas- 
ter of the Switchmen’s Mutual Aid Associa- 
tion, the deliberations of the council, and they 
will prepare certain propositions to be pre- 
sented to the council, that will define the 
action of the supreme body. This committee 
has been in session since 8 o’clock last even- 
ing. 

Those who are deep in the confidence of 
the governing powers of the Firemen’s Broth- 
erhood, say that, judging from the develop- 
ments of yesterday, it is absolutely certain 
that the federation will enter the fray. A 
final effort may be made, they say, to induce 
Mr. Webb to treat with the federation, but 
it will be but a matter of form, as his action 
clearly indicates that he intends to follow 
along the course he has laid out for himself 
and his corporation. 

THE STRICTEST SECRECY MAINTAINED. 

At the same time the ultimate outcome 
must remain a matterof pure speculation 
until the official decision is given to the public. 
Members of the supreme council have sol- 
emnly pledged themselves to maintain strict 
secrecy regarding their deliberations, officials 
only being given discretionary power, and 
even those intimately acquainted with repre- 
sentatives of the press on the ground are de- 
cidedly non-committal in their confidences. 

It is admitted, however, that an extremely 
bitter fecling toward Mr. Webb has been mani- 
fested at the sessions, and that both Chief 
Sergeant and Sweeny are highly incensed re- 
garding what they consider his supercilious 
conduct. 

It is given out officially tonight that, strike 
or no strike, the national convention of fire- 
men, conductors and trainmen, which has 
been announced for next month, at San Fran- 
cisco; Los Angeles and Toledo respectively, 
must take place. Under the constitution of 
each order postponement can only take place 
onan affimative vote of a majority of the 
lodges and it is now too late to put this ma-

; AN APPEAL TO CONGRESS. 

CutcaGco, A ugust 24.—Ata meeting of the cen- 
tral council of the Knights of Labor today acom- 
mittee was appointed to solicit funds for the 
aid of the New York Central strikers, and the 
folowing resolutions were adopted unani- 
mously : 

Whereas, The toilers on the Vanderbilt system 
of railroads have been goaded into a strike as a 
means.of asserting their righteto combine for 
theircommon good; and 

Whereas, The Vanderbilts have said they “will 
spend one million dollars in this fight,” to over- 
throw the national and constitional rights of 
toflers on said railroad ; and, . 

Whereas, A little history is a dangerous thing, 
if properly utilized ; and, 

Whereas, It has been said the late Governor 
5 , Of the state of New York, settled a 
“atric on the same railway in the year 1862 by 
informing the president and board of diréctors of 
the Vanderbilt railroad that they, each and all, 
must meet him and his Gabinet at a certain place, 
at a certain time, to hear what he, as chief execu- 
tive of the commonwealth of the state of New 
York, had to say about the ‘‘strike,” under penalty 
of arrest if. it took all the military of the state to 
doit; and, 

Whereas, The railroad magnates met the serv- 
a of the people of the state of New York as 
they had been ordered to do by said governor ; and, 

Whereas, Said governor of ‘the state of New 
Yerk then and there informed said railroad mag- 
nates that he had ‘‘nothing to say whatever about 
the fuss between the railroad and laborers, except 
this, namely, that the railroad is a body of 
public servants created by the laws 
the state of New York for the 
of operating a _ public vow gh in 
state, and in case you can’t agree with your em- 
pipyes within twenty-fourlours from this time, 

Shall Seize jthe railroad and operate it for the 
public at the cost of service rendered, andin or- 
der that you may realize the fact that I will do so, 
Il now place you, each and all, under arrest, with 
the rstanding that I will not enforce this or- 
der for one day, uniess I find that you are at- 
tempting to escape from the limits of the state 
of New York; and, . 

Whereas, That famous “strike” was settled 
within one hour from that time as the records will 
show, unless they have been destroyed; and, 

Whereas, It was not known until recently that 
congress had the power to own and operate the 
interstate highway of transportation and commu- 
nication ; therefore, 

Resolved, That we do hereby demand that the 
congress of the United States shall at once au- 
thorize and instruct the secretary of war to seize 
said Vanderbilt system of railroads and operate 
the same at the cost of said service for the benefit 
and pleasure of the public. 

Resoived further, That said railroad shall be 
turned over to the department of transportation 
just as soon as the senate bill, number 4106, or 
some similar measure, can be enacted by congress, 
for the reason that it is a morstrous absurdity 
that any private person or corporation should pre- 
sume to throttle the transportation of persona,

THE STOCK YARD STRIKE, 

CuicaGo, August 24,—Several attempts 
were made during the day by different packers 
to unload ice, procure coal, etc., at the Union 
stock yards, but in every case the striker 
hitched on to the loaded cars with their en- 
gines and hauled them off toa remote part of 
the yard so that they could not be unloaded. 

The strike of fireman and engineers of the 
Union Stock Yards Switching Association is 
still on, with the prospect of a decided aggra- 
vating of difficulties. After the conference of 
yesterday the strikers finally decided to sub- 
mit, as a compromise a demand for 18 cents per 
hour for firemen and 29 cents per hour for 
engineers, the latter also to be paid for Sunday 
work in caring for engines. This was some- 
what less than their first demand, yet a satis- 
factory increase over the present wages. 
This demand was communicated to the roads 
of the switching association, with the expecta- 
tion that the latter would return an answer to 
the strikers today. This expectation, how- 
ever, has not been fulfilled, and this has made 
the strikers very restless, and they have ar- 
rived at the conclusion that their demand is to 
be rejected. 

Mindful of the announcement yesterday that 
unless the men return to work by 9 
o’clock tomorrow morning they would be 
considered out of the employ of the 
association and the association dissolved, the 
strikers anticipate an attempt of the roads to 
fill their places tomorrow with new men em- 
ployed by the respective roads instead of the 
association. This evening the strikers have 
been conferring with the officers of the organi- 
zation of engineers, firemen and switchmen and 
it is their hope that the latter will respond to 
their cause and tie up every road entering the 
stock yards, in case an attempt is made to em- 
ploy non-union men tomorrow to take the 
place of the strikers. The grivance of the strik- 
ers being one of wages, it isjproperly within con- 
sideration of the brotherhood and dther organ- 
izations of railroad employes, and a cal 
warfare may be declared. 


ATE HIS OWN CHILD. 


A Madman in Montana Slanghters His 
Wife and Children. | 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., August 24.—A Trib- 
une special from Livingston, Mont., says: A 
man who gave his nameas Arlington, re- 
ported to Sheriff Templeton about 5_o’clock 
yesterday afternoon that a rancher named 
Quinn, living twelve miles west of Livingston, 
had killed his wife and five children with a 
broadax. The man was crazy, and when dis- 
covered was sitting in a corner of the room eat- 
ing from the arm of one of the children. The 
bodies of all were horribiy mutilated, the arms 
and legs being severed from the bodies. ‘The 
oldest girl, about fifteen years of age, was cut 
almost in two. Several men went to the 
house and tried to capture Quinn, but he 
would allow no one to approach him, and was 
killed by one of the men in self-defense,

THE CONVENTION 10 MEET TOMORROW 


The Anti-Tillmanites May Put 
Out a Ticket. 


In The State 


Cotumsra, 8. C., August 24.—[Special.]— 
On Tuesday next a convention, composed of 
from 400 to 500 of the leading men of the state, 
will assemble here. This body will have upon 
its shoulders about the greatest responsibility 
that any liké convention has contended with 
Since the state withdrew from the union. It 
will, in all probability, decide whether or not 
the white people of the state, who for the past 
twenty-five years have presented an unbroken 
front, will divide and begin to fight among 
themselves and invite their heretofore com- 
mon political enemy, the colored men, to 
take a hand. The convention will be com- 
posed of the strongest anti-Tillman men from 
every section, and many of them wil] be men 
of prominence, who have heretofore been 
acknowledged leaders. They will assemble 
under the Call 6f an executive committee ap- 
pointed by the afti-Tillman convention held 
here six weekS ago. This body ordered the 
commitiee to call another convention in case 
the state convention failed to grant a primary. 
It is doubtful what this assembly will do. One 
of the delegates said tonight that they would 
nominate 3-straightout democratic ticket and 
put their/men in the field against thé Tillman 


J SOME WILL OPPOSE IT. 

This Action will be strongly opposed by 
amanyAvho, if in favor of an out and out fight, 
will wish to make it only after the regular 
nominating convention of September 10th has 
taken action. It§isfprobable that the latter 
sentiment will control the body. At present 
there are two state democratic executive com- 
mittees, with their respective chairmen. One 
is the old committee depesed by the recent 


Tillman convention and who claimed that the. 


convention had no power to unseat them. The 
other isthe new cemmittee elected by the 
Tillman convention. Both chairmen claim to 
represent the only committee, and both declare 
their intention of calling the September con- 
vention to order.

* ALLEN’S SHORTAGE. 


It Is 


The Nashville Teller’s Friends Coming to 
His Relief. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn.,-August 24.—[Special. |— 
Frank M. Allen, the defaulting teiler of the 
Capital City bank, was arraigned this morning 
before Justice Campbell on a state warrant 
sworn out by Cashier Pickard, charging him 
with embezzlement. As negotiations for a 
compromise are still pending, the preliminary 
trial was postponed until next Saturday. ATI- 
len was released on a bond of $10,000, one of 
his bondsmen being Theodore Robertson, his 
father-in-law. 

Securities amounting in value to $5,000 were 
turned over to. the bank this morning. The 
bank officials declined to state why they were 
turned over, but they were the property 
of the bank and have been credited on Allen’s 
shortage. ‘ 

Allen’s friends are still negotiating for a 
compromise, as much as $20,000 having been 
offered. 

The bank’s business was not affected by the 
shortage today, as four of the largest banks in 
the city came to its asststance, and the sight of 
several hundred thousand dollars, piled upon 
counters and desks, convinced any who may 
have come infor the purpose of withdrawing 
their deposits, that the bank wasin no danger. 

In case a compromise is effected no requisi- 
tion will be made upon the guarantee com- 
pany for the amount of Allen’s bond, and he 
will escape prosecution all around.

TERROR ON A TRAIN. \ 


A Crazy Man Runs The Passengers Out, 
and Is Fatally Injured. 

« Waycross, Ga., August 24.—[Special.J— 
David A. Mills, a livery stable keeper of 
Smithville, Ga., boarded the south-bound 
train at Smithville last night en route to 
Brunswick. He was drinking and armed 
with a pair of pistols and brass knucks. «As 
his liquor began to warm him up he became 
violent, and the violence taking the form of 
insanity he drove the passengers in his car out 
by firing off his pistols. He then tried to get 
out of the car, but was not permitted to do so 
by the passengers, who held the doors shut. 

The conductor endeavored to quiet him, but 
he was enidently a raving maniac. He kicked 
the glass out of nearly every window in the 
coach, cutting his hands and lacerating his 
legs in a most horrible manner, and severing 
an artery above the ankle. 

Bleeding profusely from every gash, he had 
soon lost so much blood that he fell upon one 
of the seats exhausted. The railroad company 
dispatched a physician to his relief, but death 
had come before the doctor could reach him. 
His friends who were with him were power- 
less and could not manage him. His body 
was brought here, turned over to an under- 
taker and shipped back to Smithville. Mills 
had been insane several years ago, and had 
been an inmate of the asylum at Milledgeville, 
and it is thought that he became violently in- 
sane after boarding the train last night.

Kindness as a2 Means of Defense—“A Soft 
Tongue BKreaketh the Bone’’—Great 
Quarrels Settled By Kind Words.

His text is “A soft tongue 


of kindness. 
Proy. xxv, 15, Follow- 


breaketh the bone.,”’ 
ing is his sermon: 

When Solomon said this he drove a whole 
volume into one phrase. You, of course, will 
not be so silly as to take the words of the text 
jn a literal sense. They simply mean to set 
forth the fact that there is a tremendous 
power in a kind word, Although it may seem 
to be very insignificant, its force. is indescrib- 
able ani illimitable. Pungent and all-conquer- 
ing utterance: ‘‘A soft tongue breaketh the 
bone.” 

If the weather were not so hot, and I , had 
time, I would show you kindness as a meansof 
defense: kindness as a“means of usefulness; 
kindness asa means of domestic harmony; 
kindness as best employed by governments for 
the taming and curing of criminals; and kind- 
mess as best adapted for the settling and ad- 
justing of international quarrels; but I siiall 
call vour attention only to two of these 
thoughts. 

And tirst, I speak to you of kindness as a 
means of defense. Almost every man, in the 
course of his life, is set upon and assaulted. 
Your motives are misinterpreted or your relig- 
jons or political principles are bombarded. 
What to do under such circumstances is the 
question. The firstimpulse of the natural heart 
says: “Strike back. Give as muth as he 
gent. Trip himinto the ditch which he dug 
for your feet. Gash him with as severe a 
wound as that which he inflicted on your soul. 
Shot for shot. Sarcasm for sarcasm. An eye 
foraneve. A tooth for a tooth.” But the 
better spiritin the man’s soul rises up and 
says: ‘You ought to reconsider that matter.”’ 
You look up into the face of Christ and say: 
“My Master, how ought Ito act under these 
dificult circumstances?” And Christ in- 
stantly answers: ‘Bless them that curse you, 
and pray for them which despitefully use 

Then the old nature ~ rises 
again and Says: You had 

not forgive him until you 
chastised him. You will never 

get him in so tight acorneragain. You will 
never have such an opportunity of inflicting 
the right kind of punishment upon him 
First chastise him and then jet him 

.” “No,” says the better nature, “hush, 
thou fou! heart.. Try the soft tongue that 
breaketh the bone.”” Have youeverin all your 
life known acerbity and acrimonious dispute 
to settle a quarrel? Did they not always 
make matters worse, and worse, and worse? 

Many years ago there was @ great quarrel! in 
the Presbyterian family. Ministers of Christ 
were thought orthodox in proportion as they 
had measured lances with other clergymen of 
the sane denomination. The most outrageous 
personalities were abroad. Ags, in the autumn, 
a hunter comes home with a string of game, 
partridges and wild ducks slung over his shoul- 
der, sothere were many ministers who came 
back from the eclesiastical courts with long 
strings of doctors of divinitv whom thev had 
shot with their own rifle. The division 
became wider, the animosity greater, 
until after a while some 
men resolved npon another tack.. They began 
to explain away the difficulties; they began to 
forgive each other's fault, and, lo! the great 
church quarrel was settled, and the new school 
Presbyterian church and the oldschool Presby- 
terian church became one. The different parts 
of the Presbyterian order, welded by a hammer, 
a little hammer, a Christian hammer that the 
scripture calls ‘ta soft tongue.” 

You have a dispute with your neighbor. You 
gay to him, ‘‘I despise you.’’ He replies: ‘‘I 
ean 't bear the sight of you.’’ You say to him, 
‘“‘Never enter my house again.”’ He says: “If 
yyou come on my door sill, 1’]] kick you off.”” You 
gay tohim: “I'll put you down.”’ He says to 
you: “You are mistaken; I’ll_put you down.” 
And sothe contest rages; and year after year 
you act the unchristian part, and he acts the 
unchristian part. After a while the better 
spirit seizes you, and one day you go over to 
the neighbor, and say: ‘‘Give me your hand. 
We have fought long enough. Time is so 
short, an eternity isso near, that we cannot 
afford any longer to quarrel. I feel you have 
wronged ine very much; but let us settle all 
now in one great hand-shaking, and be good 
friends forall the rest of our lives.” You 
have risen toa higher platform than that on 
which before you stood. You win his admira- 
tion, and you get his apology. But if you 
have not conquered him in that way, at any 
tate you have won the applause of your own 
conscience, the high estimation of good men, 
and the honor of your Lord, who died for his 
armed enemies. 

“But,’’ you say, ‘‘what are we to do when 
slanders assault us, and there come acrimonious 
sayings ail around about us, and we are abused 
and spitupon?’”’ Myreplyis: Do not go and 
attempt to chase down the slanders. Lies are 

roiific, and while you are killing one, fifty are 

orn. All your demonstrations of indignation 
You might as well, on 
some sumimer night when the swarms of in- 
sects are coming up from the meadows and dis- 
turbing you, and disturbing your family, bring 
up some great “‘swamp ange!,”’ likethat which 
thundered over Charleston, and try to shoot 
them down. The game is too small for the 
gun. 

But what,{then, are you to do with the 
abuses that come upon youin life? Are you 
to live them down? I saw a farmer go out to 
get back aswarm of bees that had wandered 
off from the hive. As he moved amid them 
they buzzed around his head, and buzzed 
around his hands, and buzzed around his feet. 
if he had killed one of them they would have 
stung him todeath. But he moved in their 
midst in perfect placidity until he had 
wandering bees. 
And so I have seen men moving 
amid the annoyances, and the vexations, 
and the assaults of life in such calm, Christian 
deliberation that all the buzzing around about 
theirsoul amounted tonothing. They conquered 
them, and, above all, they conquered them- 
selves. ‘‘O,’’ you say, “‘that’s a very good 
theory to preach ona hot day, but it won’t 
work.’’ It will work. It has worked. I be- 
lieve it is the last Christian grace we win. 
You know there are fruits which we gather in 
June, and others in July, and othersin August, 
and others in September, and still others in 
October; and I have toadmit that this grace 
of Christian forgiveness is about the last fruit 
of the Christian soul. 

We hear a great deal about the bitter 
tongue, and the safcastic tongue, and the 
quick tongue, and the singing tongue ; but we 
Know very little about “‘the soft tongte that 
‘breaketh the bone.’’ Weread Hudibras, and 
Sterne, and Dean Swift, and the other apos- 
tles of acrimony, but give little time to study- 
ing the example of Him who was reviled, and 

et reviled not again. O that the Lord, b 

is spirit, would endow us all with ‘‘the so 
tongue that breaketh the bone.” 

I pass now to the other thought that I desire 
to present, and that is, kindness as a means of 
usefulness. In all communities you find scep- 
Zicalmen. Through early education, or through 
the maltreatment of professed Christian peop 
or through prying curiosity about the future 
world, there are a great many people who be- 
came sceptical in religious things. 
you capture them for God? Sharp ment 
and sareastic retort never wona single soul 
from scepticism to the Christian religion. 
While powerful books on the ‘“Evi- 
dences of Christianity’’ have their mis- 
sion in confirming Christian people in 
the faith they have ate f opted, 
I have noticed that when sceptical people are 
brought into the kingdom of Christ, it is 
through the charm of some genial soul, and 


- not by argument at all. 


Men are not saved through the head; they 
are saved through the heart. A storm comes 
out of its hiding place. Itsays: ‘‘Now, we'll 
just rouse up all this sea;” and it makes a 
great bluster; but it does not succeed. Part 
of the sea is roused up—perhaps _ one-

world. And 1 have to tell you that while all 
your storms of ridicule and storms of sarcasm 
may rouse up the passion of an immortal na- 
ture, nothing less thar the attractive power of 
Christian kindness can ever raise the thless 
spirit to happiness and to God. I have more 
faith in the prayer of a child five years old, in 
the way of bringing an infidel back to Christ 


and to heaven, than I havein all the hissing, 


thunderbolts of ecclesiastical controversy. 

You cannot overcome men with elirioes 
argumentation. If you come at a sceptical 
man with an argument on behalf of the Chris- 
tian religion, you put the map on his mettle. 
He says: “I see that man hasacarbine. I’ll 
use my carbine, I’ll answer his argument 
with my argument.”’ But if you come to that 
man, persuading him that you desire his hap- 
piness on earth, and his eternal welfare in the 
world to come, he cannot answer it. 

What I have said, is just as true in the re- 
clamation of the openly vicious. Did you 
ever know a drunkard to be saved through 
the caricature of a drunkard? Your mimicry 
of the staggering step, and the thick tongue, and 
the disgusting hiccough only worse maddens 
his brain. Butifyou come to him in kind- 
ness and sympathy; if you show him that you 
appreciate the awful grip of a depraved ap- 
petite; if you persuade him of the fact that 
thousands who had the grappling hooks of evil 
inclination clutched in their souls as firmly as 
in his have been delivered, then a ray of light 
will flash across his vision, and it will seem as 
if a supernatural hand were steadying his stag- 
gering gait. 

A good many years ago there lay 

the streets a man dead drunk, 
his face exposed to the blister- 
ing noonday sun. A Christian woman 
passed along, looked at him and said: ‘Poor 
fellow.’”’” She took her handkerchief and 
spread it over his face and passed on. The 
man roused himself up from his debauch, and 
began to look at the handkerchief, and, lo! on 
it was the name of a highly respectable Chris- 
tian woman of the city. He went to her, he 
thanked her for her kindness; and that one 
little deed saved him for this life, and saved 
him for the life that is to come. He wasafter- 
ward attorney general of the United States: 
but, higher than all, he became the consecrated 
disciple of Jesus Christ. 

Kind words are so cheap, it is a wonder we 

do not use thein oftener. There are tens of 
thousands of people who are dying for the lack 
of one kind word. There is a business man 
who has fought against trouble until he is 
perfectly exhausted. He has been thinking 
about forgery, about robbery, about suicide. 
+o to that business man. Tell him that 
better times are coming, and tell him that 
you yourself were in a tight business pass, 
and the Lord delivered you. Tell him 
to put his trust in God. Tell him that 
Jesus,;Christ stands beside every business man 
in his perplexities. Tell him of the sweet 
promises of God’s comforting grace. That 
man is dying forthe lack of just one kind 
word. Go tomorrow and utter that one sav- 
ing, Omnipotent, kind word. Here is a soul 
that has been swamped in sin. He wants to 
find the light of the gospel. He feels like a 
shipwrecked mariner looking out over the 
beach, watching for a sail against the sky. O 
bear down onhim. Tell him that the Lord 
waits to be gracious to him, and though he 
has been a great sinner, there is a great 
Savior provided. Tell hiin that, though his 
sins are as scarlet, they shall be as snow; 
though they are red like crimson, they shall be 
as wool. That manis dying forever for the 
Jack of one kind word. 

There used to be sung ata great many of 
the pianos all through the country a song 
that has almost died out. I wish somebody 
would startit again in our social circles. There 
may not have been very exquisite art in the 
music, but there was a grand and glorious sen- 
timent: 


“Kind words never die, never die; 
Cherished and bilessed.”’ 


O, that we mightin our families and in our 
churches try the force of kindness. You can 
never drive men, women or children into the 
kingdom of God. A March northeaster will 
bring out more honeysuckles than fretfulness 
and scolding will bring out Christian grace. I 
wish that in all our religious work we might be 
saturated with the spirit of kindness. Miss- 
ing that, we miss a great deal of usefulness. 
There is no need of coming out before men 
and thundering to them the law, unless at the 
same time — preach to them the gospel.

PROCLAMATION. 


STATE OF GEORGIA—EXECUTIVE DEP’T, 
ATLANTA, Ga., August 4, 1890. 

\ HEREAS, THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 

1889 passed the following act in accordance 
with the requirements of the constitution, towit: 
“An act to amend Art. 7, Sec. 1, Par. 1, of the con- 
stitution of 1877, and the act of 1885, amendatory 
thereof, so as to include widows of confederate 
soldiers in the aid therein extended, and for other 
purposes. , 

SECTION 1. Be itenacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Georgia, That the act of 1885, ap- 
proved October 19, 1885, amending article 7, sec- 
tion 1, paragraph 1, of the constitution of 1877, be 
and the same is hereby amended by adding 
thereto and at theend of said act the following 
words: ‘And for the widows of said confederate 
soldiers as may have died in the service of the 
confederate states, or since from wounds received 
therein or diseases contracted in the service; pro- 
vided, that this act shall only apply to such pee 
as were married at the time of such service and 
have remained unmarried since the death of such 
soldier husband, so that said article 7, section 1, 
paragraph 1, of the constitution of 1877, and the 
act amendatory thereof, shall-read as follows: 
“To supply the soldiers who lost a limb or limbs in 
the military service of the confederate states with 
sub‘tantial artificial lambs during life,and to 
make suitable provision for such confederate 
soldiers as may have otherwise been disabled or 
permanently injured in such service; and for the 
widows of such confederate soldiers as may haye 
died in the service of the confederate states, or 
since from wounds received therein, or disease 
contracted in the service. 

Provided, That this act shall only apply to such 
widows as were married at the time of the service 
and have remained unmarried since the death of 
such soldier husband. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That if this 
amendment shall be agreed to by two-thirds of 
the members elected to each of the two houses, 
the same shall be entered on their journals with 
yeas and nays taken thereon and the governor 
Shall cause said amendments to be published in 
one or more newspapers in each congressional 
district for two (2) months previous to the next 
general election, and the same shall be submit- 
ted to the people at next general election, and 
the legal voters at the next said general election 
shall Save inscribed or printed on their tickets 
the word “Ratification” or “‘Non-ratification,’’ as 
they may choose to vote, and if a majority of the 
eleetors qualified to vote for members of the 

eneral assembly voting therein shall vote in 

avor of ‘ ratification,” then this amendment 
shall become a part of said article 7, section 1, 
paragraph 1, of the constitution of the state, and 
the said acts of 1885, amendatory thereof, and the 
governor shall make proclamation thereof.” 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That all laws and 
parts of laws in conftict with this act be, and the 
same are hereby repealed.”’ 

Approved November 4, 1889. 

Now, therefore, I, John B. Gordon, governor of 
said state, do issue this, my proclamation, hereby 
declaring that the foregoing proposed amendment 
to the constitution is hereby submitted for ratifi- 
cation or rejection to the voters of the state at the 

eneral election to be helfon Wednesday, Octo- 

er 1, 1890, as provided in said act.

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Georgia’s Population. 

In the current slang of the day, the state 
of Georgia “‘hasn’t gone anywhere to stay.”’ 
In the census of 1880 she stood fourth in 
population. The preliminary census reports 
for 1890 show that the state now stands 
third, having passed Tennessee. 

These reports show that Georgia has made 
greater gains in population than either Ala- 
bama or Tennessee, and these gains have 
been made in spite of the booms in the iron 
regions of those states. There have been no 
special booms in Georgia, and no special de- 
velopment in her mineral deposits. As a 
matter of fact, the greater part of Georgia’s 
mineral wealth. is still undeveloped, The 
day for this will come later, when investors 
discover the rare quality and quantity of her 
ore deposits. 

The development that Georgia has been 
enjoying during the past ten years has been 
agricultural as well as industrial. Hundreds 
of new industries have been organized from 
the largest to the smallest, and we think the 
complete census returns will show that large 
additions have been made to the farming 
population. 

Georgia’s gain in round numbers has been

The Meaning of the Force Bill, 

The editor of Belford’s Magazine is of 
theopnion that the authors and warmest 
supporters of the force bill mean mischief, 
and a great dealof it, and he thereupon 
proceeds to elaborate a suggestion that has 
already been made in THE CONSTITUTION. 

After calling attention to the fact that 
this proposed proscriptive legislation reads 
like a page out of Russia's administration of 
Poland, and that it is so unjust and un- 
American as to lead to strife and bloodshed, 
the editor of Belford proceeds to give an 
explanation of this phenomenon. As one of 
the moving causes in which this infamous 
bill originated, he alludes to New England’s 
hatred and jealousy of the south, pointing 
out the noticeable fact that this latest 
proposed raid on southern institutions has 
an almost exclusive New England origin. 

This view of the matter is certainly very 
interesting. Mr. Lodge, of Massachusetts, 
is the author of the force bill, and Mr. 
Reed, of Maine, has the questionable honor 
of rushing the measuse through the house, 
In the senate the most active partisan in 
favor of the bill has been William E. 
Chandler, of New Hampshire, who has been 
heartily seconded by Blair, of the same 
state, Hoar, of Massachusetts, and Ed- 
munds, of Vermont. The editor of ;Belford 
says that the hostility of New England to 
the south is an old, old story, and he might 
have said that it is a part of history. It 
has been smouldering -under the surface 
during all the years that have followed the 
war. The editor goes on to say: 

Recent events hive been calculated to fan the 
flame. The south has of late years not only pros- 
pered more than New England has, but largely at 
New England’s expense. Much of the manufac- 
turing, especially of cotton guods, that New Eng- 
land once monopolized, is now done in the cotton- 
producing states. Iron works that once smoked 
amid New England’s hills, are now silent and 
cold, while the flames of similar establishments 
are blazing on many of the southern plains. Im- 
migration is pouring into the south, making her 

elds to bloom and blossom as the roie, while New 
England’s bleak and sterile hillsides are being 
abandoned by their tenants, and given up to the 
thistie and the stunted birch. New England’s 
leaders see these things -clearly and painfuily 
enough, and, having the opportunity in the pres- 
ent control of the government by their political 
friends, it is, perhaps, but natural that they 
should strike at the prosperity of the southern 
states,and give them all the trouble they can. 
Jealously is now added to their former hate. 

That the force bill issomething more than 
a partisan political measure THE CoONsTI- 
TUTION has all along contended. It is, 
indeed, a proscriptive sectional bill, aimed, 
first and foremost, at the progress and pros- 
perity of the south, which are of the most 
phenomenal character, even in this land of 
industrial development. The half of this 
progress has never been told in the news- 
papers. In its extent and character it is the 
most remarkable the world has evér seen. 
But while the south is improving in every 
possible way and growing great in all direc- 
tions, New England is steadily retrograding. 
The young men of that section are flocking 
westward and southward; its farms are de- 
serted, ahd its volume of business is growing 
smaller and smaller year by year. 

Many of the prominent men of New Eng- 
land, perceiving the inevitable, have pre- 
pared to take advantage of it. The mannu- 
facturers who have foresight and forethought 
are either moving or preparing to move their 
factories to the raw material—the rolling 
mills and foundries to the iron regions, and 
the cotton mills to the fields where the staple 
grows. But there are a great many men in 
New England who cannot overcome their 
sectionalism, and they refuse to take ad- 
vantage of the general drift. They hate the 
south, and for their benefit the force bill 
has been devised. They hope to postpone 
what they cannot prevent, and, by striking 
a serious blow at southern prosperity, bolster 
up their own failing fortunes. 

But the force bill is dead, and the south 
lives—lives to carry out the promises of the 
present, and to reform and redeem New 
England by opening new fields for its energy 
and enterprise.

SAMUEL J. RANDALL. 


Colonel MecClure’s Account of the Demo- 


cratic Leader’s Last Days. 

During the summer and fall preceding Mr. Ran- 
dali’s death, the writer hereof saw more of him 
than did any other one person outside of his own 
immediate family. It was a season of constant 
labor by Mr. Randall. Every hour he could rescue 
from the sad exactions of relentless disease was 
devoted by him to the study of the two great 
problems to be solved by the present congress— 
the tariff and the then clearly foreshadowed 
policy of force in the south. He 
was in constant communication with 
his most trusted friends, of whom Senator 
Gorman was the most trusted of all his fellow leg- 
islators in either branch of congress. The uni- 
form habit of his life to give the most. exhaustive 
research to all doubted questions and to form his 
own convictions, was as strong evenin the very 
shadows of death as it was in the fulness of his 
vigor, and he had very clearly marked out his 
line of action in the new congress where he hoped 
even against hope to be able to resume his seat, 

The one supreme desire of Mr. Randal] during 
the summer and fall preceding the opening of the 
present congress was toregain sufficient phys- 
ical vigor to take the leadership of his party and 
repeat his grand battle—the most heroic of 
congressional history—against the force pol- 
icy again adopted> by the republicans. It was 
his aggressive heroism that made the champions 
of force confess defeat in the house, largely con- 
trolled by the party of force, and his eyes flashed 
with the lustre of youth when he discussed the 
coming battle with the revolutionists. Had he 
been able to enter the present congress he would 
have led the democrats against the force election 


 billand against the McKinley tariff bill, as his 


consistent fellow protection democrat, Senator 
Gorman, now leads in the senate. 

The conditions which made him a bold dissenter 
within the democratic ranks all perished before 
his death, and he did not anticipate a shade of 
discord between him and his party in the tariff 
battle of the present congress. His careful study 
of the protected industries,in which he confi- 
dentialily conferred with many manufac- 
turers, especially woollen and iron, led him to 
the conclusion that the rapidly changing basis of 
industrial production re j;uired a rapid advance- 
ment to free raw materiais. He had decided to 
favor a gradual but early return to free wop!, but 
was resolutely opposed to free sugar, becanse he 
believed that the revenue could not Le spared, and 
also because he believed that an export tax would 
be levied on sugar in the countries from which we 
import it, and thus afford no relief to consumers. 

Mr. Randall had thoroughly decided in his own 
mind all the important details of his revenue 
policy, and it was his fixed nurpose to give his 
views to the public in the form of a newspaper in- 
terview about a fortnight before the meeting of 
congress, So scrupulous was he as to the accuracy 
of his deliverance that he meant to pre- 
pare it entirely himself and revise it thoroughly 
until it conformed to his judgment. He earnestly 
desired the entire repeal of the whole internal 
revenue system and taxes, but he anticipated a 
large increase of pension expenditure, and he was 
prepared to yield to a continued tax on whisky as 
a war tax for pensions. A month before the time 
he expected to give his views to the public, hisdis- 
ease mastered his physical powers and his life work 
was done before the new congress assembled. He 
never gave up the battle, and he hoped to appear in 
the house even when the seal of death was upon his 
face, and he dreamed of it inthe visions which 
flitted in the clouded reason of his closing hours. 
The most he was able to do was to gather Carlisie 
and Gorman and a few other of his most respected 
party friends arotind his death bed for council in 
the early days of the session. He was in the full- 
est and the heartiest accord with his party in the 
party policy that has been adopted during the en- 
tire session, and his repose during his long suffer- 
ing was broken by his impatience to resume his 
leadership of a reunited party in the house. 


NOTES AND COMMENT. 


Infalibility from mistakes is sonething that 
newspapers hope to find among the good things 
which the “millenium” will bring, for no 
paper has reached the stage when it can truth- 
fully lay claim to entire freedom from those 
slips of the pen or pencil which are often 
Iudicrons and more often annoying, both ta 
the victim ana tothenewspaper.

From The Providence Journal. 

Dr. Patton, chief surgeon of the Nationa 
Soldiers’ Home, at Dayton, Ohio, said in an inter- 
view in Pittsburg the other day that, of the 5,000 
soldiers in the Dayton home, ‘‘fully 90 per cent are 
suffering from heart disease in one form or an- 
othe, «ue to the forced physical exertion of the 
campaigns.’’ And he made the prediction that as 
large a percentage of the athletes of today will be 
found twenty-five years from now victims of heart 
disease, resulting from the muscular strains that 
they forced themselves to undergo. As for the 
likelihood of exercise to prolong life,it may be said 
that according to the statistics of M. de Solaiville 
there are more people living in France today who 
have passed the age of sixty than there are in 
England, the home of athietic sports. And there 
is probably no nation in Europe more adverse to 
muscular cultivation for its own sake than the 
French. Great athletes die young, and a mortal- 
ity list of Oxfurd: rowing men published a few 
years ago showed that a comparatively small per- 
centage of them lived out the allotted lifetime. 
Dr. Jastrow has demonstrated in some very elabo- 
rate statistics that men of thought live on an 
average three and a lialf years longer than men in 
the ordinary vocations of life, and nearly eight 
years longer than men of action, among whom are 
included the athietcs. And it is anoteworthy fact 
that women, who until recent years have taken no 
physical exercise at all, die of more advanced age 
than men. But doubtless their superiority in re- 
gard to tenure of life will come to an end if they 
follow the advice of Dr. Richardson, who, in a

HIS FAST LIFE IN QUEBEC 


His After-Career Which Brought 
Him Fame. 


"HE LADY HAMILTIOM SCANDAL, 


Which Must Foreyer Stain Nel- 
son's Record. 


Qvenec, Can., August 24.--[Special.]—Of 
all the noble rakes who have disgraced the 
manhood of England, and yet in honor of 
whose public services more monuments have 
been piled up to the skies, none are more des- 
picable than Lord Nelson. 

The shafts which call attention to his fame 
shall have disintegrated long before his guilty 
laison with the fair and frail Lady Hamilton 
can be forgotten. 

The story is told here of Nelson’s first love, 
of one which, if it had been reciprocated, 
might have saved one of the proudest names 
in English history from the blot which must 
now Stain it forever. 

Nelson was the son of an English chutch 
rector, who preached and read the daily lessons 
in the little church in Burnham Thorpe, Nor- 
folk, England. His mother was the daughter 
of a Westminster Prebendary, so that on both 
sides the church came to him as a legacy. A 
delicate boy, full of courage, but lacking in 
physical ability, he was always an object of 
concern to both parents and tutors. With.a 
strange contradiction of circumstances, this 
boy was to be the victor of the Nile and the hero 
of Trafalgar, in whose eye the courses of the 
sca were more periectly marked than the for- 
mations of land, and in honor of whose nayal 
~ictories paens were to be sung. 

With the details of his rise in the navy I 

will not treat. Beginning atthe age of fifteen, 
he longed for service at sea, finding appren- 
tice work in various ways, and once going on a 
cruise to the north pole. Before he reached 
theage of twenty, he had been commissioned 
in the English navy, and in 1782 the Albe- 
marie, on which the young officer had service, 
dropped anchor off this city. 
He is described at this time as having been 
nervous, quick in action and blunt of speech. 
He was hospitably received by the English 
ofiicers and residents, and evidently found 
pleasure in the society of those whom he met. 
Among the number was one—a fair young girl 
of American birth, whose name has been sac- 
redly guarded. His attentions to her were as- 
siduous, and there is every reason to believe 
they were reciprocated. When the day for s.{l- 
ing came, the Albemarle lingered. Captain 
Nelson was on board, and seemed loth to give 
the final command. He astounded his com- 
rades by ordering the boat and returning to 
shore. Ou the beach he was met by Alexan- 
der Davison, one of his most sincere friends, 
who asked him the occasion of his return. 

**Walk back home,”’ was the answer, ‘‘and I 
will acquaint you with the cause. I cannot 
leave this place without again waiting on her 
whose soceity has somuch added toits charms, 
and laying myself and my fortunes at her 
feet.’’ id 

‘It would be your utter ruin,’’ said Davison, 
“placed as you are at present.”’ 

“Then let ruin follow,” responded the cap- 
tain, ‘“‘for I am resolved to do it.’’ 

Davison finally induced the young lover to 
return to his ship, and it is added that from 
the deck Nelson watched the ontlines of the 
city until they faded from view. Some months 
later, when Davison again met his friend in 
England, Nelson was enthusiastic over the 
American girl who had won his heart. 

The story which follows this incident is one 
of a husband’s perfidy and the wilesof a wicked 
woman. Nelson finally married the widow of 
Josiah Nisbet, a medical man, who was the 
mother of one child. For awhile he showered 
upon her the impetuosity of his love. Being 
without acommand for several years he was 
much at home. The life of the couple is des- 
cribed as having been pastoral,indeed. Ramb- 
ling through the forests, hunting birds’ nests, 
and enjoying themselves much as would two 
children, the days passed pleasantly, and Mrs. 
Nelson was supremely happy. The only 
shadow was the apparent neglect by the naval 
departinent of Captain Nelson, which was dis- 
peHed atlength by his appointment to the 
command of the Agamemnon. While the 
wife kissed her husband in his happiness, she 
little dreamed that the good fortune which 
came to him had concealed within it the bitter- 
est sorrow @ woman can bear. 

For the Agamemnon introduces. to history 
Lady Emma Hamilton! 

The woman was low-born and loose in char- 
acter. Her voluptuous beauty had played 
havoc with the hearts of the lordlings of her 
day, and she passed rapidly from one to an- 
other asa mistress who was as exnensive as 
she was fair. Passing into the hands of Hon, 
Charles Greville, he was soon. glad to resign 
her to an old roue uncle, Sir William Hamil- 
ton, who offered the adventuress marriage as 
a recompense forthe sacrifice she made in 
accepting his advances. Sir William was 


_ British minister .at the court of Naples when 


the Agamemnon arrived, and there it was that 
Nelson and the siren first met. Writing home 
to his wife Nelson said: 

‘‘Lady Hamilton has been wonderfully good 
and kind to. Josiah.” 

Josiah was Mrs, Nelson’s son by her first 
husband, and it was the excuse of a kindness 
to the son which Nelson made use of to intro- 
duce an abandoned woman to the mother. But 
that son was destined to be a thorn in Nelson's 
side. 

Lady Hamilton, in the chronicles of the day, 
is described as “‘lithe, lissome, agile and slim, 
with a waist none toosmall for health and 
classic grace, but looking somewhat less than 
its actual girth, by reason of the boldness of 
her figure’s upper and lower contours, which, 
even in the season of her bodily slightness, be- 
tokened that in- middle age her figure would 
be less remarkable for elegance than for stately 
dignity.” 

Leaving the charmer behind, Nelson re- 
sumed his life upon the waters, and for awhile 
no more is heard of Lady Hamilton, but in his 
letters to his wife he frequently expresses a 
desire for cottage home on shore, a dream 
which was realized after the bombardment of 
Cadiz in 1797. In that engagement Nelson was 
wounded in his right arm, and had te suffer 
amputation subsequently. Before going into 
the engagement, he insisted that his ; 
Josiah, should not endanger himself, “for,” 
said he, “‘what would yonr mother do without 
one of us." From this remark it is evident 
that he had not yet wholly forgotten his wife. 
The amputation of his arm was so unski] 
performed that he had to return to England, 
where his wife’s careful n , 
to his recovery, It wason this visit that he 
installed the loving woman under his own vine 
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and fig tree, at Round-Wood, so much to her 


pleasure, causing her to write to him later, 
*‘the satisfaction I felt was 
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woman, who adored her husband's name, is 
the infidelity of Nelson, who wrote to Lady 
Hamilton these guilty words: “I entreat you, 
my dear Emma, that you will cheer up, and we 
will look forward to many, many happy years, 
and be surrounded by our children’s children. 
God Almighty can, when he pleases, remove 
the impediment.” 

The victory of the Nile was the culmination 
of this sad story of infidelity. Nelson, haughty, 
self-opinionated, and vain-glorious as a pea- 
cock, was beside himself with the canker of 
vanity. All England rung with praises of 
the naval hero. Lady Hamilton, in her palace 
in Naples, fainted when informed of the suc- 
cess of her lover, The return of the English 
tleet had to make its first stop at Naples, of 
course, for to Nelson the congratulation of the 
mistress was sweeter than that of the wife. 
While he lingered under the spell of this wo- 
man, ‘I must endeavor,’ writes Nelson to his 
wife, ‘‘to convey to you something of what has 
passed. [A description of his reception in Na- 
ples.} Sir William and Lady Hamilton came 
outtosea. * * * They, my most respecta- 
ble friends, had nearly been laid up and se- 
riously ill, firstfrom anxiety and then from 
joy. It was imprudently told Lady Hamilton 
ina moment, and the effect was like a shot, 
she fellapparently dead, and is not yet per- 
fectly recovered from severe bruises. Along- 
side came my honored friends. The scene in 
the boat was terribly affecting. Up came her 
ladyship and exclaiming, ‘Oh, God! is it pos- 
sible?’ she fell into my arms, more dead than 
alive. Tears, however, soon set matters to 
rights. * * * JT hope some day to have the 
pleasure of introducing you to Lady Hamilton. 
Ste is one of the very best women in this 
world. She is an honor to her sex.”’ 

When it is recorded that dtring these atten- 
tions, Josiah Nisbet became so unmanageable 
that he insulted Nelson, it may be imagined 
that letters from him to his mother supple- 
mented much of what she had heard from her 
husband. The character of Nelson’s letters to 
his wife and the rumors which reached Eng- 
land, moved Nelson’s old friend Davison to 
write to him: 

**Your valuable better-half writes to you. She 
isin good health, but very uneasy and anxi- 
ous which is not to be wondered at. * * * 
Lady Nelson this moment calls and is with my 
wife. She bids me to say that unless you re 
turn home in a few months, she will join the 
Standard at Naples. Excuse a woman’s ten- 
der feelings—they are too acute to be ex- 
pressed. ’’ ° 

This had the effect of making Nelson think 
of home. With Lady Hamilton and her hus- 
band in his train, his route across Europe was. 
a triumphal march. Taking the St. George at 
Hamburg, the party landed at Yarmouth, and 
soon made way to the home of Nelson’s father, 
where he was to meet his wife. 

And that wife’s first embrace of the husband 
whom she had not seen in two years, was in 
the leering presence of Lady Hamilton! Was 
ever woman’s heart so trifled with ? 

Even at court, not remarkable for morality, 
Nelson’s amour created indignation, and when 
he called upon the king he was kept in wait- 
ing half an hour and coldly received. 

The next few months were most unhappy. 
For awhile the wife bore with patience her 
husband’s incessant and lover-like allusions to 
Lady Hamilton. But the end had to come! 
One morning Nelson alluded to some remark 
of ‘‘My dear Lady Hamilton.’’ 

Lady Nelson sprapg to her feet, and with fire 
in her eyes, exclaimed: 

“Tam sick of hearing of dear Lady Hamil- 
ton, and am resolved that you shall give up 
either her or me!”’ 

“Take care, Fanny, what you say,’’ said Nel- 
son. ‘I love you sincerely, but I cannot for- 
get my obligations to Lady Hamilton, or speak 
of her otherwise than with affection and admi- 
ration.” 

Lady Nelson left the room, and in a few mo- 


ments drove off, never to return! 
* 


But why continuethissad recital? Nelson’s 
last words, when he fell mortally wounded on 
the Vietory, to his friend Hardy were: 

“Take care of my dear Lady Hamilton, 
Hardy; take care of poor Lady Hamilton.” 

Then turning to the doctor, as if in invinci- 
ble ignorance of the social crime which he was 
hugging to his bosom, continued: 

‘*Doctor, I have not been a great sinner!”’ 

Then: 

‘*Thank God, I have done my duty.”

What a different story this would have been 
if it had ended in Quebec, with the American 
bride whose love he sought. There might 
have been one naval hero less in the history of 
the world, butas a recompense-—— 

There would have been one devil less!

In addition to the 
building of the cottages, the management _ has 
Aecided to proceed at once to complete the 
original Chautauqua buildings, and to carry 
ougpfully the original ideas and plans. The 
Chahtauqua has lived through three years, 
notwithstanding the kicks and croaks that 
have been aimed at it, and now that it is es- 
tablished on a firm basis, andits perpetual con- 
tinuance assured, with a large amount of 
capital to back it up and sustain it, the 
thousands of its friends through the south will 
be encouraged to go to work in earnest to 
make it what its founder intended—the ideal 
Chautauqua of America. The Georgia Pacific 
is mow at work grading an extra roadbed from 
Atlanta to Austell, and by the time the next 
session of the Chautauqua opens tifmre will be a 
double track, so that there .will be no trouble 
in tiansportation.

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| THE DEVIL'S TOWER. 
|} A Remarkable Natural Obelisk in Eastern 
Wyoming. 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 
The new state of Wyoming has become fa- 
mous already for its natural scenery. The 
| preates portion of Wyoming is a rolling table- 
and, with here and there a short, abrupt range 
of mountains, or group of hills rather, rising 
4 outof an illimitable, arid and treeless pa. 
The eastern portion slopes away to the Black 
hills of South Dakota, which form a black 
wall along the south half of the eastern bound- 
ary between Wyoming and South Dakota. If 
ou stand on some of the highest peaks of the 
lack hills, Mount Harney for instance, you 
can see half way across the state, and the only 
obstruction which meets your vision as you 
ze to the north and westward is the Devil's 
ower, or Bear Lodge, in the direction of the 
Belle Fourche river. | 

The Devil’s Tower is one hundred miles 
northwest from Mt. Harney, and. fifty miles 
‘west of the Dakota line. It 
Wy., twenty miles west of Sundance and about 

f a mile from the Belle Fourche. Except 
} the remarkable phenomena found in the Yel- 
lowstone Park, in northwestern Wyoming, 
there are none that will compare for grandeur 
with this Se are of nature’s 
handiwork in eastern Wyoming. The ‘“‘Devil’s 
Tower,’’ or ‘Bear Lodge,’’ is said by geologists 
t «be without a precedentin bastalic crystalliza- 
tion. It is a natural obelisk rising sheer 1200 
feet above the banksof the Belle Fourche. It 
is 800 feet in diameter at the base, taperingina 
graceful convex to a diameter of 375 feet at 
the top. It is composed of thousands of prisms 
that extend unbroken from base to summit. 
This continuity of the crystals is the remarka- 
ble feature of the mass, the tendency of the 
trappe rock being to fracture transversely in 
crystallization, and weather away to the ap- 
pearance of stairs, as in the Giants’ Causeway, 
Ireland. Professor Newton says: 

‘“*Bear Lodge, or Devil’s Tower, in its shape 
and structure appears not to have been re- 
peated elsewhere by nature, but stands alone, 
unique and mysterious. It occupies the place 
of aehimney to some subterranean furnace 
which overflowed with molten rock and, cool- 
ing, crystallized downward. The surrounding 
walls. of the chimney eroded and left this 
mighty monument te the work of crystalliza- 
tion—that power scarcely less mysterious than 
the force of life itself.’”’ 

The land in the vicinity of Devil’s Tower is 
arid and fit only for grazing. Some wheat is 
grown in the neighborhood, oats and timothy 
and other small grain, but crops are uncertain 
and rarely ever amount to more than half a 
crop. In view of this fact the people of Crook 
county were surprised by the announcement a 
few days ago thatan English lady, one Miss 
Carlisle Kent, had filed a pre-emption on the 
160 acres on which Devil’s Tower stands, in the 
land office at Douglas, Wy. The citizens are 
determined that this tower shall become the 
private property of no one. 

Letters have been written to the land depart- 
ment at Washington on the subject, and resolu- 
tions and letters addressed to Senator Moody 
of South Dakota, asking him to use his intiu- 
ehce to defeat Miss Kent’s application, and to 
have Devil’s Tower set apart as a national 
park. Miss Kent’s [idea, it is alleged, was to 
secure this ground and convert it into a mag- 
nificent private park, rivaling the Yellowstone, 
and charge visitors an admittance fee. 

Now that this is a. matter Before the public, 
it is probable that a strong effort will be made 
to have congress set apart a tract of land, in- 
cluding that on which Devil's Tower stands, 
as a national park, similar to that on the Yel- 
lewstone. An area two miles in width by five 
miles in length wou'd include Bear Lodge and 
the Twin Battes, on the Little Missouri river, 
and the intervening landscape, which, com- 
bined, forms a natural park without a rival for 
grandéur and beauty on the face of the earth.

REACHES ATLAN TA AFTER WEEKS 
OF WEARY, HARD WALKING, = 


And Tells What He Encountered Before 
Reaching the End of His Lonesome, 
Lonely Walk. 


Mr. L. P. Hills, the mountain tramp, whose 
interesting letters have pleased Tuk Constk, 
TUTION'S readers for several weeks past, is 
home again and at his post in the Rimball 
house branch* postoffice, 

Mr. Hillé’s last tramp was an ntordghany one. 

‘‘Weary and wet as I was,” said he in talk- 
ing about the last walk yesterday, “when I 
sought shelter in Highlands after my 
twenty-five-mile walk and batt'e with the 
raging elements, it did not take me long to dis- 
cover that I had entered.a more éleyated ‘at- 
mosphere, not only as régards the altitude of 
the country, but with respect to the social and 
intellectual status of the pecple as well. 

“This unique little town. of some 400 inhabit- 
ants is situated thirty miles from Walhalla, 
S. C., the nearest railroad point, in a basin 
4,000 feet above the sea, and is surrounded by 
mountain peaks which tower into the clouds 
1,000 feet higher, from any of which grand and 
majestic views can be obiained for miles in 


every direction. 
“The most available of these views is from 


the top of Satulah, which can be reached by a 
half-mile walk, up an easy grade, from the 


hotel. 

“The citizens of Highlands are mostly peo- 
ple who have come from various sec- 
tions of the country in search of health, 
and finding it, have remained, engaging in 
various kinds of business as inclination or 


ability might dictate. 

“The variety of manufacturing and com- 
mercial business carried on here is equal to 
that of many towns containing ten times the 
number of inhabitants, and as far as I could 
learn all classes of business were in a flourish- 
ing condition, except that of the physician, 
which languishes because the people are so 
distressingly healthy. 

‘In fact, I met physicians there who had 
failed to heal themselves with their own nos- 
truins, and had resigned themselves for a few 
weeks to the recuperating effects of this magic 
atmosphere with the most pleasing results. 

“The Davis house I found a paradise, after 
my rough experiences at the - cabins, and, in 
fact, I believe it is the best-kept hotel to be 
found at any summer resort in the south. 

“Everything is scrupulously clean, and the 
tables are daily decorated with beautiful bou- 
quets and loaded with a bountiful supply of 
well-cooked food, while such a thing as a fly 
@bout the table at meal-time is never known. 

‘‘Every door and window in the house is 
screened, and if one of those pestiferous 
ereatures chances to work its way into the 

ining room, and comes within the range of 
fs Davis’s vision, it is dcomed to instant 

ath or banishment. 

‘This house is always filled during the sum- 
mer with the best class of people from Charles- 
ton, Savannah, Augtsta, Athens ani other 
points, who are in search of rest and recrea- 
tion instead of giddy dissipation. 

“Asan evidence of the spirit of these vis- 
itors, let me say that several of the young 
ladies have started a school among the poor 
children in a settlement about two miles from 
town, and take turns teaching it. 

“This is certainly a very commendable 
method of spending a portion of their spare 
time, and I predict that their efforts are 
destined to bear valuable fruit in the yearssto 
tome. 

“Your readers will remember the fearful 
thunderstorm which caught me as I was com- 
ing into town. Well, the next morning as I 
was sitting on the porch of the hotel, the twin 
brother of that storm put in an appearance, 
and presently there wasa blinding flash of 
lighting, a deafening crash of thunder, and I 
felt a shock of electricity perambulating down 
awny spinal column that 1 think would have 
finished Kemmler without any second applica- 
‘ion of the current. 

‘I began to think that the subtle: fluid was 
after my scalp, om ially when I found that 
the same flash had killed a yoke of oxen onlya 
few hundred yards away. 

‘‘They held an old-fashioned Fourth of July 
celebration the second. day after my arrival, 
which reminded me of my boyhood days, and 
in which I took part somewhat to the amuse- 

®ent, if not to the edification of, the crowd. 

‘“‘One afternoon, Mr. Coe, editor of The High- 
lands Star; Professor Aaron, late of Philadel- 
phia, and myself went on foot over to a deserted 
farm, about six miles away, to camp for the 
ui ht. 

CPor some reason. my companions, instead of 
taking the trail leading between Satulah and 
Fodderstack mountains, concluded to lead me 
over the top and down the steep side of 
Satulah. 

‘The ascent was not difficult, but when we 
started down the three-mile pathless precipice 
on the ‘yan’ side of the mountain the trouble 
‘Segan in earnest.

“After a lo — of rolls, slides and 
tumbles, we finally struck the trail at the foot 
of the Bch and after three miles of 
rather easier walking arrived at our camping- 
ground, ate our supper, and the editor retired 
to the arms of Morpheus, where he was soon 
snoring peacefully, while the professor and 
myself occupied the time until the wee sma’ 
hours of morning in very pleasant conversa- 
tion. 

‘‘The next morning the professor did the 
snoring while the editor went to the fields for 
blackberries, and I took a bucket and walked 
aimiie and a half to the nearest farmhouse for 
milk. 

ee. got the milk, and then following my 

sual eustom of conversing with Overy one 

=i I spent an hourin pleasant chat with the 
farmer, and when I returned to my compan- 
ions, [found them qp~ the verge of starvation, 
and discussing the propriety of starting out on 
an exploring expedition i in search of the lost 
Taint 
“The tl three quarts of delicious milk I brought 
soon quenche: i theirire, however, and about 
10 o'clock we started for home over the wagon 
road which leads through the Horse Cove, a 
Yeautiful and fertile little- valley surrounded 
m three sides by almost ana bluffs 
},500 feet high, up one of which the 
‘oad winds in ‘such fa zig-zag course that it 
makes three miles of travel t reach the top. 

“One day during my Stay at Highlands, Mr. 
r. S. Kelsey, Jr., whose father was the founder 
of the town, put himself and team at ‘my dis- 
90sal, and we took a twenty-five-mile drive 
that ineluged most of the interesting resorts 
which ars scattered in great profusion in the 
vicinity. 

“During the two weeks I lingered at this 
charming little nest in the mountains, every- 
onc, both citizens and visitors, vied with each 
otiicr fn their efforts to make my stay a pleas- 
aut one, and when at last I felt compelled to 
take a regretful leave of them, I did it. with 
the came e fecling with which I would bid adieu 
to lifelong friends. 

‘‘From Llighlands, three days of nneventful 
travel brought meto Asheville, with, as The 
Datiy Citizen ef that place remarked, ‘a com- 
foer ‘ion like a Comanche, and an appetite that 

would not exchange fora corner lot.’ . 

‘*Here [spent a delightful week with old 
friends, viewing the magnificent scenery which

The Hibernian Society Now Arranging to: 


Have a Fine Building Erected—A 
Syndicate Organized. 


The Hibernian hall is the latest public 
building contemplated in At'anta. 

{tis tobe built by Atlanta Irishmen, and 
promises to be a magnificent building, anda 
monument to the Irish and to the city. 

For months past the Hibernian society has 
been discussing the hall. Every member 
wants it, and so does every.Irishman in town. 

Inthe society, however, there are ‘two fac- 
tions. 

One wants the hall to be built bya joint 
stock company, composed of members of the 
association. 

The other favors a syndicate which — 
to put up’the building. 

That the building will be ereeted there is no 
doubt. 

But as to the syndicate or joint. stock com- 
pany there isa doubt, and it is quite a dis- 
turbing element in the Irish ranks. 

‘*You see,” said a prominent Ifishman yes- 
terday, ‘‘the prospects for the hall are bright— 
brighter than ever and we are going to have 
oné certainly. Then, too, it will be a fine 
building. Only a few days ago it was cur- 
rently rumored that the Irish did not have 
money enough to put up the building, but that 
rumor was started by the syndicate, none of 
whom have any sentiment or patriotism.” 

‘Who compose the syndicate ?”’ 

“That I cannot say just now, However, I 
met a committee from ita day or two ago. 
The syndicate simply proposes to build a hall 
suitable to our use. In it they will puta fine 
gymnasium, library, dancing hall, reception 
rooms and clubrooms. Then they will give 
the society a lease on the two upper floors for 
a term of years, the lower floor tal used for 
stores. However, I had no authority to close 
the trade. In fact,I am against the trade, 
because I want the people to build. Then if 
there are any dividends and profits they can 
enjoy them. 

“*What has the society done ?”’ 

‘Not a great deal. We have raised 300 
shares, amounting to $12,000. We want 200 
more shares. The syndicate will do nothing 
until the 15th of next month, and until then 
we who favor the other feature can work. 
This is tobe neither a charitable nor a benevo- 
lent association, but stfictly business. A cer- 
tificate of stock will be issued to every sub- 
scriber, upon which money can be’realized at 
any time. A hearty co-operation will make 
the enterprise a success, profitable to the in- 
vestors and a credit to the nationality we 
represent. We have had good encouragement 
from several parties who have tendered us 
material in the way of granite, brick and 
lumber to be taken in stock. If the people 
build it, the prospect is that we will have a 
granite building; if the syndicate build it, it 
will be fine, but nothing compared to the 
granite. We ‘have the prettiest site in the city 
rings us.
